HOW MILLIONS ARE SAVED. 


Postmaster-General Shows Effect of 
Curtailing Expense in Manage- 
ment of Postoffice Department. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—In a state- 
ment detailing the reduction of $11.608,- 
600 last year in the postal deficit, Post- 
master-General Hitchcock shows that 
$2,900,000 of the sum represents econv- 
mies in postoffice Management, and 
nearly $1,000,000 in a more business-like 
Handling of city delivery service. While 
this service was extended during tho 
year, the reforms introduced cut down 
the general cost. 

Reorganization without curtailment 
of the rural delivery service was re- 
sponsible for a saving of $1,900,000, and 
a reduction of $900,000 was credited to 
the star route service, including mis- 
cellaneous transportation of mall other 
than on railroads. | 

The combined savings in tne cost of 
handling the mails in postoffices and in 
other branches of the service, except- 
railsoad transportation, was 16.150. 
000. and the amount of deficiency re- 
duction traceable to the railway serv- 
ice was $5,450,000

MATHEMATICAL GENIUS DOES 
‘TIME IN MISSOURI-STATE PRISON. 


Pardon Attorney Will Appoint Commission of Experts 
to Examine Abstruse Intricacies Through Which Au- 
thor Offers to Solve Problems the Scientific World 
Has Accepted as Impossible Since the Time of Euclid, 


EFFERSON CITY (Mo.) Aug. 8.— 
J [Exclusive Dispatch.) Michael 

McGinnis, who claims to have 
solved a mathematical problem that 
has kept the world guessing for 
centuries, and offers his liberty against 
a parole that he can make good his 
assertion, continues serving time in 
Missouri Penitentiary until Pardon At- 
torney Chambers investigates’ the 
claim and reports to Gov. Haldey, or 
longer. The Governor referred the 
matter to Chambers, who is swamped 
with work, but will reach McGinnis's 
proposition soon. 
McGinnis has served five of a ten- 
year sentence for forging deeds. Daniel 
Hoover, former wealthy contractor, 
was convicted jointly with McGinnis, 
but received a lighter sentence than 
McGinnis, on the belief that Me- 
Ginnis was the brains and directed 
two other men, one of whom escaped, 
who apparently were to do a general 
business of forging deeds. 
MADE PROPOSITION TO FOLK. 
It is doubtful if Gov. Hadley accepts 
McGinnis’s proposition for the ap- 
pointmeat of a commission of three 
expert mathematicians to examine bis 
demonstration of the equation of the 
tenth degree which he proposes to re- 
duce to the degree of minus one. 
He presents the proposition with a 
guaraptee of the expenses of the 
mathematicians to examine his claim 
to the solution of the problem which 
has never yet been satisfactorily 
solved. But this is not the first time 
that he has made the proposition. Dur- 
ing the administration of Gov. Folk, 
he made a similar proposition and 
when it was proposed through Pardon 
Attorney Mosby to have the demon- 
atration made, he refused on the 
ground that the solution would be- 
come public and he would lose the 
fruits of the victory. 
Pardon Attorney Chambers, to whom 
Gov. Hadley bas referred the matter, 
says he will investigate fully before 
he decides on the acceptance of the 
proposition. If McGinnis will make the 
demonstration he will be willing to 
recommend to the Governor the ap- 
pointment of the commission, but he is 
not going to go into the matter if the 
convict falls to stand to the demon- 
stration. It will be some days before 
the matter will be disposed off.

We have an established principle 
here in this State that blacks and whites, that Asi- 
atics from Syria, from Arabia, from Russia and 
other provinces, shall attend our public schools, 
sitting in the same classes with our own children.

LONG BEACH, Aug. 8—The local 
labor union picketers, who have been 
forbidden to go near the Craig ship 
plant since the anti-picket ordinance 
was passed last week, following the 
presence of picketers in large numbers 
around the plant, today began a move 
to create sympathy among the people 
and trouble for the police department 
by having themselves arrested. 

Since 6 o'clock this morning forty - 
eight atrests have been made. Of this 
number, several] of the men were ar- 
rested the second time, having re- 
turned to the vicinity of the Craig 
plant upon release by Police Judge 
Hart on their own recognizance. 

Upon arraignment each of the men 
pleaded not guilty and demanded a 
jury trial. A docket will be arranged 
and the cases disposed of at the rate 
of about two a day. 

The men last week notified the Po- 
lice Department that they were pre- 
paring to get arrested, and their ap- 
pearance in large numbers this morn- 
ing across the deadline near the Craig 
plant was no surprise to the arrest- 
ing officers, Capt. MeCord, Sergt. Gal- 
lemore, Patrolmen Borden, Irvine and 
McClelland. 

The picketers gathered about 6 
o'clock this morning near Seaside Park. 
After the officers had arrived for duty 
they strolled out toward the Craig 
plant in couples, and were corraled by 
the police. 

Out of the total, three were boys 
under 18 years old. Their names are 
John Veloff, Jake Moisoff and F. C.

vague. Mr. Yeats gave me a most in- 
teresting account of the purpose, and 
characteristics of the Irish National 
Theatre. 

“We have worked hard for the past 
eleven years,” he said, “in the et- 
tempt to found and to put on a per- 
manent footing an Irish National 
Theatre; the creation of an addience 
is a thing of years. Our Dublin 
audience is steadily increasing and we 
find support and a welcome not only 
in the chief towns in Ireland, but in 
the English intellectual centers. In 
fact our box office receipts this last 
year were three times that of any pre- 
ceding year; and we believe that with- 
in a few years we shall be indepen- 
dent of outside aid. 

“In England the artist has to fight 
with apathy, but in Ireland his en- 
emies are mistaken enthusiasms, old 
ideals that have outlived their use, 
and the violent prejudices that must 
exist in every country where the mass 
of people have no half interests. 
Everything becomes vital when it 
comes to Ireland. It takes to itself 
wings or claws. Passionate opposition 
is inspiring, but it makes financial 
independence essential. . 

“One of the obsolete ideas that has 
often confronted us is the convention- 
al, sentimental attitude fostered in the 
minds of the masses of plays of the 
Bou ult type. Then again, there 
is t prejudice of the provincial 
class, the Anglicized class in Ireland; 
even the Irish aristucracy have second- 
rate London standards of taste. Ob- 
viously the patriotic feeling of the up- 
per classes in Ireland is English. 

“In every country the peasant class 
is the most characteristic of the nation. 
Therefore, inorder to express feelings 
characteristically Irish, the school of 
Irish writers aims to represent power- 
fully Irish country life. Above all we 
do not desire the drama of the inter- 
national class. By the international 
drama, I mean the drawing-room 
drama—the ‘Second Mrs. Tanquerays.’ 

“I don’t want you to think that I 
am against the ifiternationa! drama per 
se, but I am wearted by the perpetual! 
celebration of a leisurely. artifical 
class, by its too oblivious elegance, b 
its would-be colorful language. 8

direction; its borders are extending

“The younger men who are writing 
for the Irish Theatre deal with the 
life of the farmers’ and shopkeepers’ 
world. The warks of our fellow direc- 
tor, the late Mr. Synge, are recognized 
everywhere now by students of dram- 
atic literature as amoung the most 
important that have been given to the 
time. 

“Synge has written only of the peas- 
ant as he is to all the ages, of the folk 
imagination as it has been shaped by 
centuries of life among fields or on 
fishing grounds. His people talk a 
highly-colored musical language, and 
one never hears from them a thougnt 
that is of today and not of yesterday. 
“Lady Gregory has written of the 
people of the markets and villages of 
the West; and their speech, though less 
full of peculiar idiom than that of Mr. 
Synge’s people, is still always that 
vivid speech which has been shaped 
through some generations of English 
speaking by those who still think in 
Gaelic. 

“Mr. Colum and Mr. Boyle, on the 
other hand, write of the countryman or 
villager of the east or center of Ire- 
land, who thinks in English, and the 
speech of their people snows the in- 
fluence of the newspaper and the na- 
tional schools. Tne people they write 
of, too, are not the true folk; they are 
the peasant as he Is being transformed 


by modern life.”

don Craig, the talented son of Ellen 
Terry. This invention yields the most 
wonderful results in the way of pro- 
ducing light and shade on the stage. 
As the invention is not patented yet, 
Mr. Yeats could give me no detaiis 
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concerning this new method which he 


has adopt“. 
“We must ave a new kind of scenic 
art.“ he said. “I have been the advo- 


cate of the actor as against tne scen- 
ery. Ever since the last remnant of 
the old platform disappeared, and the 
proscenium grew into the frame of a 
picture, the actors have been turned 
into a picturesque group in the fore- 
ground of a landscape painting. Their

“In a play which copies the surface 
of life in its dialogue one may, with 
this reservation, represent anything 
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that can be represented successfully— 


in a room, for instance—but a land- 
scape painted in the ordinary way will 
always be meretricious and vulgar. It 
will always be an attempt to do some- 
thing which cannot be done success- 
fully except in ease] painting, and the 
moment an actor stands near to your 
mountain or your forest, one will per- 
ceive that he is standtag against a flat 
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sible and should not be attempted. 


“We can only find the right decora- 


tion for the different types of play by 
experiment, but it will preoubiy range 
between, on the one hand, woodlands 
made out of recurring pattern, or 
painted like old religious pictures upon 
a gold background and upon the other, 
the comparative realism of a Japanese 
print. This decoration win not only 
give us a scenic art that will be a true 
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witnout returning to the nness of 
the Elizabethan stage. 

“Just as it is necessary to simplify 
gesture that it May accompany speech 
without being its rival it is necessary 
to simplify both the form and color of 
scenery and costume. As a rule the 
background should be but a single 
color, so tust persons in the 
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with it and preoccupy cur attention. 
In other words it should be thought 
out, not as one thinks out a landscape, 
but as if it were the background of 
a portrait, and this is especially nec- 
essary on a small stage, where the mo- 
ment the stage is filled. tne painted 
forms of the background are broken 
up and lost. Even when one has to 
represent trees and hills they should 
he treated in most cases decoratively, 
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they should be little more than an un- 
obtrusive pattern—nothing to distract 
attention from speech and movement.”
